A couple of folks have asked me the question, so I suppose a general 
answer might be in order. 


Low Down, the bi-monthly publication of the Colorado QRP Club, has asked 
me to start a series of short articles on antennas. Since I have added 
some drawing and "painting" software to the computer here, I can supply 
them with camera-ready copy that includes antenna patterns, graphs, and 


sketches. So I said yes, and will emphasize lower HF wire antenna 
concerns. (The series I do for 10-10 News tends to emphasize upper HF 
concerns.) The chief advantage of putting on paper some of the info I 
have accumulated--in large measure as a result of questions appearing on 
this list--is that I can add graphics to clarify data that can be 
confusing when expressed in words only, as must be the case with e-mail. 


The other reason I said yes was the company it puts me in. Paul Harden 
has been doing a series on circuitry for Low Down, and he is a model of 
clarity and technical accuracy that all writers might emulate. Low Down 
also has numerous other fine articles. 


Among the topics I have in the works are a series that provide basic 
radiation patterns for some of the common multiband antennas we tend to 
use. I also plan some data on off-center-fed antennas--some call them 
Windoms. We shall also look at ideas on transmission lines, ATUs, noise, 
and the like.

First person to use the term "guru" ends the series--I do not know 
everything about antennas--in fact only a little bit. I just happen to 
have some tools at hand that help me fill some gaps left by most of the 
received antenna wisdom that floats around amateur radio--and I enjoy 
learning what is in those gaps and passing along what I learn as I go. So 
you may even encounter errors along the way--I'd like to hear about them 
as soon as they are detected.

I talked to a guy on 40 meters last weekend and he was running a square 
vertical loop that was 244 ft. 

He fed it in the bottom corner with a "remote" 4:1 balun, then RG8x to the 
shack. He claimed that he had a reasonable low SWR on most bands - 80-10 
and it worked real well on 20. When I did the usual 1005/freq formula for 
3.5 MHZ I come up with a much longer length. Did I missunderstand? Did I 
dream this? 


I have lines hanging up about 60 ft in 2 oak trees about 110 feet apart 
ready to pull up a wire antenna. 

The antenna would be broadside E-W. Looking a decent antenna on bands 
10-80. Any other suggestions?

Ta-Daaaaaa! ! *xGlintx That flash of light you just saw was reflection from 
my shining armor!! 


I'm right in the middle of doing just that. 


I'm working with the Z-Match tuner from EMTECH, the St. Louis tuner and an 
MFJ949e for starters. 


What is not evident from Frank Witts articles is that the testing process is 
very time consuming. In order to properly check a tuner for an unbalanced 
line, it must be tuned 99 times to an accurate frequency (only 88 if it 
doesn't cover 160M), 4 separate measurements are taken at each tuned spot, 
and three rather complex calculations must be made for each tune. 


(programmable calculator makes this easier) Then do it all over again for 

the balanced condition. All of this data is recorded, then summarized on a 
separate chart. 

Frank sells his data sheets, and now I understand why. I don't even start 

tuner evaluation unless I have at least 2 hours that I know will be free of 
interruptions. 


Then, of course, in my case, there is the learning curve. I took a bunch of 
data on one tuner, then discovered that one of the cables I was using was 
lossy, because I'd just grabbed one that had a coax adapter on it. 


At some point, I'll be ready to publish some data on QRP tuners, but I don't 
intend to do that until I can be sure that my data is accurate and repeatable. 


I have learned a few things so far: 


The tuner that matches a wide range of SWR on all bands is rare indeed. Not 
only that, but tuner losses of 30% to 50% are common under certain 
conditions - which are *xnot*x evident to the user. 


Conditions for making the tuner checks must be monitored very carefully. 
Cables, connections and the positions of the equipment must be consistant. 
Hand capacitance can change SWR from 1.0:1 to 1.25:1, so inconsistant test 
methods may introduce 25% error or more. 


Cable adapters can introduce 5% to 10% signal loss. 


If at all possible, don't use a tuner for QRP unless you know it's efficent 
with the antenna and band you wish to use. 


Stay tuned. (hee hee) (sorry) Will report when I have something to say. 
In the meantime, I'd like to check another commercial tuner or two, If 
someone would recommend a popular one.

Couldn't agree more! It is easy to come up with a circuit that tunes a wide 
range of impedences, but its another story to find a circuit that does it 
efficiently! I did some very rough testing, using RF ammeters, and 
stationary FS meters. It was very obvious from that simple exercise that 
there are huge differences in efficiency between various tuner designs. 


If a company wanted to gain some credibility within technical circles, they 
would publish the efficiency ratings of their tuners across the entire range 
of possible impedences. Ditto for balun manufacturers. Until then, I'll 
roll my own!
